Society, in this large and expanding metropo- 


lis, is running in * swollen and turbid stream, 
which becomes eTery day more louland noisome, 
and which threaten, to corrupt every body and 
every thing within Us atmosphere. 
II Is alto- 


gether in vain to Imagine that evils of which the 
stages of our theatres now nightly furnish the

Lhoiity iu ll.i* bu&incsfl i learly belongs to Con- 
gress he has himself, in tbe course of tbe last 
wo >ears, exercised nil ih«*e powers, and more, 
oo, nnd without any authority whatever. Mr.
